It is used for plums, prunes, 
apricots, and is the only plum root 
adaptable for almonds.

J. L. AMES, a bud sport of Burbank Elberta discov- 
ered by Mr. Ames in his orchard at Live Oak, ripen- 
ing June 20, 1949. It is a medium large, highly col- 
ored yellow freestone of excellent eating quality. 


ANZA, introduced by the University of California 
Experiment Station at Riverside, a large, highly 
colored yellow freestone with a small pit. Season 
August Ist to 10th. 


BONITA, introduced at Riverside, is a large, yellow, 
solid freestone, of excellent flavor and a heavy pro- 
ducer, very suitable for warm winters. Season

tained to test new varieties, their ripening 
dates and qualities. We are glad to try out 
new seedlings or varieties of promise sent 
to us for comparison, all of which we guard 
as carefully as our own. Some of the new 
varieties. which have been tested and 


ich we are now propagating are: 


PARADISE, discovered by Mr. Fisher at Paradise, 
is a highly colored freestone of the Strawberry type. 
It has solid white flesh, reddish next to the pit, has 
an excellent flavor and carries exceptionally well. 
Season August Ist to 10th. 


RED HAVEN is another good early yellow freestone, 
ripening June 20th to July Ist, of medium size with 
good eating quality and very little fuzz. 


SULLIVAN + 4 is of much interest to growers of 
canning peaches. It ripens at Phillips season and 
comes at a time when growers need a good va- 
riety to finish the peach season. It was introduced 
by C. E. Sullivan of Yuba City. It is a heavy pro- 
ducer of medium to large yellow fruit with a mini- 
mum of faults. Canning peach growers should in- 
vestigate this one. 


There are several other very interesting varieties 
which are not yet released for introduction. 
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
